Aid to Vancouver Hospital 
— By-Election. 



From Our Own Correspondent. 

(Vancouver, .Tan. 15. — 'Lord [Mount 
Stephen, lias sent a letter through [Mr. 
[Campbell Sweeney, local manager oC the 
Bank of Montreal, to the effect thut he 
has decided to contribute his one-quar- 
ter interest in the New York block in 
Vancouver to the new hospital. The 
Now York blook is assessed at .fGO.000, 
so that with this handsome gift the lo- 
cal subscription list of £'.0,000 has been 
completed, and, according to agreement 
with the city, the municipality will now 
contribute $50,000.

The supporters of the two were 
about evenly divided. 

The meeting was a medley of Conscr- 
vottives, Liberals, Independents, Labor 
men and Labor Socialists, ami the in- 
terest constantly bordered on excite- 
ment. 

After Charles Woodward liad spoken 
of the. terrible manner in which polities 
are conducted in this city, .Mr. McLaren, 
of Rossl-and, dealt with the conditions 
up country, and siioke of the vaccina- 
tion of those who came into Rossland 
from the infected districts South. Dr. 
McTiines told of how he helped to build 
up Vancouver in the early days, lllie 
dealt -particularly with the Chinese, 
.question, and a condemnation of tb* 
present government at Ottawa. 

Robert Maopherson spoke briefly upon 
the Chinese question, the fishery matter 
end the necessity of new governmental 
buildings in Vancouver, and held 
throughout for the interests of the city 
and P.ritish Columbia. 

Then came Mr. Foley, who criticized 
the action of the Ottawa government, 
and spoke on the quest ion which ap- 
peal to the electors in this part of the 
province.

What is Interpreted, by those who 
are iu a position to speak with accurate 
knowledge, as being the most important 
meeting affecting the mining industry 
ever held in British Columbia took place 
yesterday afternoon at the Hoard of 
Trade rooms. 

The meeting was the second which 
had been called by the representatives 
of tho mining industry who are now 
in tile city endeavoring to arrange for 
the formation of a Miners' association, 
which will be provincial in its scope and 
the. attendance was large and thorough- 
ly representative. The utmost enthusi- 
asm prevailed regarding the project iu 
hand, and the tremendous possibilities- 
bound up in its .successful consumma- 
tion. 

The two prominent features of the 
meeting were the interesting speech de- 
livered by the chairman, Mr. .7. B. llob- 
son on the boundless mineral wealth 
of the province, and the presentation of 
a report from the committee which had 
hi hand the task of suggesting plans 
for the formation of a; Miners" associa- 
tion in which it was recommended that 
a general convention be called in Vic- 
toria on iFebruary 2~> next, and that the 
permanent headquarters of the associa- 
tion be in this city.

J. B. Hobson, on taking the chair, 
announced that (Mr. Stables, M. P. 1'., 
had been selected as secretary pro tern, 
was unable to again act in that capacity 
and he asked the meeting to name a 
substitute. By unanimous vote Mr. 
Mortimer Lamb was asked to take up 
the duties of secretary. 

(In opening tho meeting the chairman 
thought it would be just as well to state 
again the object for which those present 
were assembled. Briefly it was for the 
purpbfo of taking steps towards the 
formation of a permanent Miners' as- 
sociation for British Columbia. , The 
mineral and placer miners in the prov- 
ince had many grievances and thought 
it well to perfect an organization which 
would be Instrumental in securing legis- 
lation which would permit of the speedy 
and profitable- development of the vast 
mineral riches of this province. (Ap- 
plause.) 

The metalliferous miners had a dis- 
tinct grievance in. the imposition by the 
(Provincial Governmeutj of the two per 
cent, lax on tho gross output of the 
mines; the placer miners complained of 
the ditllculty of getting proper titles to 
deep placer mines. The laws as they 
were at. present practically debarred 
the, poor prospector from engaging in 
the mining industry. He must have 
$1,000 to hold a placer claim; and it 
was obvious that 110 placer prospector 
on earth could hold it under such a 
stipulation. (Applause.) The laws 
should be so amended as to throw placer 
mining open to the prospector regard- 
less of his means. Why should he be 
debarred from holding a placer claim if 
he has only ?100? In 1S72 when placer 
mining was thrown open in California 
a wonderful era of progress ai.d develop- 
ment set in in that province. In 1840 
conditions in California were much the 
same as they are in this province today. 
A proper title could not be obtained for 
a placer mine nor sufficient area to work 
the property profitably; There were then 
5,000 people in an area hi territory .'100 
miles in length and 50 miles wide, but 
when the proper legislation was obtain- 
ed in 1S72 a great stimulus was given 
to the industry, and as a consequence 
ill 10 years t lie population of 5,000 had 
grown* to 150,000. There was invested 
in the mining industry the sum of $1->®>- 
000.000, and gave a profit of .¥15,000,- 
000 per year. This was in regard to 
conditions in California; in British Co- 
lumbia we have 10 times the area of 
rich alluvial soil that that state has. 
Within Cariboo alone there is a legiti- 
mate field for the investment of $2o0.- 
000,000— not lis a speculative invest- 
ment but as a business one with as- 
sured profits. (Applause.) 

'British Columbia wns unquestionably 
the richest mining country in the world, 
and if the opportunity to exploit this 
stupendous natural wealth were thrown 
open upon the broad gunge plan, the- re- 
sults would be immediately marvelous 
and gratifying to an enormous degree- 
not evem Mexico could excel]. Iu niln- 
•eral richness the great ore bodies to be 
found in this province. (Loud appbrv;*.)

Erom a hurried examination 
however, the wound is regarded as very 
.serious. 

Atlanta, Ga., Jan. 15.— A special to 
the Journal from Coluanbia, says the 
wildest excitement prevails here.

-Governor Tillman refused to 
present the sword to \Et. Jenkins. Mr. 
Gonzales took up the matter through the 
columns oi' his paper, the Daily State, 
and bitterly denounced Tillman. He 
repeated the denunciations made pre- 
viously on many different occasions and 
dared Tillman to deny tin' charges 
which he had made. These charges 
were spread all over the South and 
made a deep impression, many uncom- 
plimentary remarks being made in the 
press of 'the country because Tillman' 
diil imt resent the charges. 

The feeling between the two men, 
was very deep and bitter, and although 
they had never before had a personal 
encounter, the trouble was expected, 
and the friends of two men have been 
looking for n serious outcome of the 
case. Both Gonzales and Tlllmaw have 
hosts of friends, nnd more trouble may 
follow today's affair. Gonzales comes 
of a family noted in this section of the 
country for courage and nerve. Gon- 
zales himself went to Cuba before the 
■ Spanish-American war and enlisted 
a scout with General Gomez, doin 
able work for the insurgent army.

fort. As a result of the Spokane Con- 
vention, there will be u co-operative ef- 
fort made by Washington fruit-grow- 
ers to stamp out the plague.

The famous restaurant, the Maison 
Doree, which boasted for generations 
that it never closed its doors day or 
night, 'lias at lust been compelled (our 
Paris correspondent ttdls us) to close 
theni forever. It was almost the last 
of the renowned houses of entertainment 
that formed one of tho most distinctive 
features <>( Parisian life during the 
greater portion of the first half of last 
ceutiiry. It was long one of the chosen 
resorts of all that was famous anil ele- 
gant, leu merely in the Frenc-h capital, 
but in Eurnjic. There Moliere's verit- 
able Amphitryon dispensed a hospitality 
which was magnificent, if not disinter- 
ested. At the Maison Dorce you 
learned what it "was to dine, and were 
able to satisfy yourself, that cookery 
really is a tine art — a proposition which 
does not grow easier of demonstration. 
The acquisition of knowledge by experi- 
ence is always expensive, and making 
acquaintance with tho .handiwork of M. 
Casitnir, who had looked after the kit- 
chen for the last forty years, was no 
exception to the rule. The proprietors 
of these houses, which were impossible 
for all but wealthy customers, prow 
rich, ami it is because times have 
changed, and it is no longer customary 
to dine so luxuriously, that the Mnison 
iDoree has had lo put -tip tho shutters. 
The diner who now spends twenty francs 
ujion his dinner ami considers himself 
rather extravagant, would, in tho days 
of the 'Second Empire, have paid a hund- 
red and thought he was a hero. The 
brave days of old have gone, and left 
only a memory, although happily it is a 
memory enshrined in literature. M. 
Berthier, the late proprietor, declares sor- 
rowfully that tlie new generation do not 
appreciate good cooking, and have not 
found tiie way to the corner of the Hue 
La fit to and Boulevard des Italiens. The 
old customers are dying off, nnd their 
places are not taken by new ones, while 
the rent remains "crushing." These are

The literary ami eoeial history of 
(France, almost anywhere between the 
Itestoratiou and the eighties, takes due 
account of th* Maison Doree. Is it not 
the scene of a curious incident in the 
Monsieur dc Camors' of tlie ingenious M 
Octavo Feuillet, just as Balzac ami Do 
Musset have made use of the "Freres 
Pa-ovencaux"? There is a story, not iu 
a romance, of a customer who never 
went anywhere but to bed and to tho 
Maison Doree. < letting up at tho 
gentlemanly hour of four in tlie after- 
noon, he strolled across to the cafe, 
looked at the newspapers, chatted with 
his friends, sipped his preparatory ab- 
sinthe, and then addressed himself to 
the serious business of bis life — his 
dinner. In him body and soul were as 
one. The closing of M. Berthier's hos- 
:elry is the disappearance of an histori- 
;al landmark, and, although his cakes 
iud ale were not for all men, it is un- 
leniahle that he and his predecessors 
lid great tilings for tlie oldest and most 
•omforting of the arts.

THE MUXICIPAL EJECTIONS. 

The municipal elections are over. Ald- 
■nrmnn MuCandless 1ms been elected by 
a majority of lifty-Jivc over ex-Mayjr 
Sllayward. We are greatly disappointed 
at the result. But we are not disap- 
pointed because Aldenman .MxCandloss 
is in any senso an unworthy candidate, 
• or a man who will not ably represent* 
the city of Victoria. We are disap- 
pointed because the citizens of Victoria 
hare seen lit to reward tho great services 
of Mayor Haywrard by retiring him to 
.private life. Possibly there is a preju- 
dice against any man's continuance in 
office over a period of years, but if there 
was ever an instance In which this 
[prejudice might have been overcome, it 
;was in the case of Mayor I J ay ward, 
who lias, in office, given eueh signal ser- 
vice to the city of Victoria. iSo far as 
the campaign was influenced by a desire 
to iuvproye the moral conditions of the 
city, we are entirely in sympathy with 
the spirit which prompted tho veutila- 
. ,tion of this question; but we are entirely 
■ out of sympathy with the purpose which 
made the moral conditions of the city an 
'issue as between ex^Mnyor Hnyward 
. and Mayor McCandlc'ss. AVo believe 
that ex-Mayor Haytward has always 
-.been, and is, a man who represents and 
•expresses the highcsl condition, of civic 
,purity jiossible. We shall take very 
great pleasure in backing up Mayor M<- 
iCandless in the crusade against civic 
impurity, to which he is committed, and 
avc hope that lie will live up to his pro- 
fessions and the expectations of his 
..supporters. Ko far as the (Jity Council 
goes, tli o voters of Victoria have made 
■a .most excellent selection, and indeed 
.they have elected a most excellent mayor, 
too, (which we say witli due deference 
.(to our opinion that they have rejectod 
.the better man of tho two), a council 
which we feel convinced will worthily 
■represent the interests of the city daring 
■the present year. If there is anything 
pvllich the present election has brought 
into clear relief, it is tluut the working- 
mien of Victoria, as represented by the 
Trades and Labor Council, are not a 
./factor in municipal (polities. Not a ttiugic 
.workingman has been elected as such, 
and in the election for school trustees, 
.j he candidates of the workingmen, as 
(such, ornamented the foot of the poll. 
,This simply proves that tho workingman 
js governed in issues which affect the 
general i welfare riot by his affiliations to- 
"wards organized Labor, with a capital 
iL* but by Ilia opinions as a citizen, like 
■other citizens. , That this is as it should 
.be we do not for a moment deny, bin 



at the same time, that is not the view 
of municipal or any other politics taken 
'by many. Thus ends one of tho most 
interesting municipal campaigns (which 
bas ever taken place in Victoria. We 
may he grateful thnit it ends with a 
mayor and council capable of sustain- 
ing the refutation and of advancing the 
Jutorests of tho city of Victoria. 

FREE TRiAIDH IN (jCAL. 

The United States has removed the 
duty on coal. This step in the direction 
of free trade has been dictated to tho 
United States (by its own necessities, audj 
has not been inspired by any belief in 
the doctrines of free trade, nor by any 
deslro to stimulate the industry of coal 
mining in Canada. We believe this to 
bo the beginning of a process by which 
all the raw materials produced in Can- 
ada will eventually be put on the free 
list. Tho United States requires fuel 
and raw material. It does not desire to 
procure them outside its own territory, 
but it is becoming obliged to do so. The 
necessity of the United iStatee is the op- 
portunity of the coal mining industry in 
Canada. Tho opening of (this markot 
will enormously stimulate our coal trade 
and the development of our unlimited 
coal measures. It may benefit the Unite! 
States, but obviously it is a confession 
of weakness, a confession that the nat- 
ural resources in the way of coal in the 
United States are not sufficient for the 
burden laid upon them. We believe 
(hat a similar confession will have to 
be iiruxde very shortly by that country 
in reference to two other important com- 
modities, iron ore and wood pulp. When 
concessions are made, Canada is ready 
and willing to lake advantn.se of them, 
and come they must. The introduction 
of free trade in Great {Britain was 
brought about purely by a consideration 
of Great Britain's necessities also. It 
depended upon the argument that Great 
Britain's eomiinereial supremacy was de- 
pendent upon cheap production, and that 
that was impossible without cheap food 
and low 'wages. Wo believe that Great 
(Britain's manufacturing supremacy de- 
pended far more upon the juxtaposition 
of coal and iron then, than upon cheap 
food and low wages. In proof of that, 
it may he pointed out that countries in 
which, by means of improved transpor- 
tation, fuel and iron ore are brought to- 
gether, are rapidly overhauling Groat 
Britain in manufacturing efficiency. 
However, that is not our concern at 
present. We wish to emphasize that it 
was entirely out of consideration for 
Croat Britain's own necessities that 
free trade was introduced there, and 
that it lie abstract doctrine of free trade 
was adopted as an orthodox opinion as 
a consequence of its practical necessity. 
Great Britain was short of food, just as 
the United States is short of coal, and 
the same results have followed in both 
cafes. Still it is not an advantage, but 
a disadvantage, for a country to be short 
of anything, nor can any country from 
its own necessities evolve a trnde doc- 
trine, applicable to all other countries 
whose necessities are different. Free 
trade in coal on the part of the United 
■States will be a very great iboon to 
British Columbia. Both at Ferine and 
on Vancouver Island we produce a bo f .- 
ter class of coal than the state of Wash- 
ington. There are no coal mines Sod'h 
of the 49th parallel which can possibly 
compete with us on equal terms. They 
must either sell their coal cheaper or 
go out of tho business of mining it. We 
may expect to see great prosperity in

GLIMPSE AT 

VENEZUELA 



Various Aspects of Use 
Puerto Cabello and La 
Guayra. 



In 



From .New York Po«t. 

There is the most decided contrast 
imaginable, between the two chief ports 
of Venezuela— La Guayra and Puerto 
Cabello— .tho one sitting at the foot of a 
mountain. range, the other at some dis- 
tance from the hills. Both are hot, 
however, and to some extent unhealthy; 
though the foreigner, especially the Ger- 
man, has lived here with apparent ion* 
UlUltity from endemic disease for many 
years. The voyage to either La Guayra 
or Puerto Cabello, via Curacao, occupies 
about 'six days, with a call at Porto 
llieo orJ the way. La G tutor a is iWO 
miles instant from Port of Spain, Trini- 
dad, as the course along tile coast is 
run;; Puerto Cabello is about 70 miles 
from La Guiiyru and 113 miles from 
"Curacao. It the last-named is taken 
ttrst on the southward voyage, tho trip 
across from Curacao to Lll Guayra ^ 
maju under half-speed and generally at 
night, so that the roadstead is gained at 
dawn. Steep before you, then, rise the 
rugged mountains, forming the defensive 
bulwarks upon which the inhabitants of 
Venezuela rely strongly for repelling a, 
foreign invasion. The enemy may be 
able to bombard or take ILa Guayra; 
he may possibly destroy all the buildings 
in this part of Caracas; but he will be. 
likely to have a "tough time of it" in 
scaling tho heights and gaining the 
mountaiU valley in which Venezuela's 
capital is situated. As viewed from the 
steamer's deck, there is no opening up 
parent in tho mountain's serried ranks, 
no crack or crevice even, through which 
an invading army might gain access to 
the interior. The distance from La 
duayra to Caracas, "as the crow Hies' 
is only six miles; but the railroad be 
tweeu the two points winds its sinuous 
length over a distance of 124 miles in 
covering the space separating the moun 
lain valley from the sea. 
Unlike Puerto Cabello, La Guayra lies 
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il miuing in this province during tiie| tl|l ;m 01)L .„ i, llv> exposed to the great 



coining year. I5y the end of the year 
our coal should have such a firm hold 
upon the American market that it can- 
not .lie dislodged, even if the duty is 
restored, something we should imagine 
to lie very unlikely.

Canada is a wealthy 
country, and its people are, compared 
per capita "with the people of Great 
Britain, much [better off. Any worthy 
religious enterprise is quite capable of 
being supported by the liberality of 
Canadians, in most of whoso lives devo- 
tion to and respect for the institutions 
of the Christian religion are most im- 
portant factors. It gives, and .most jus- 
tifiably, people in Great Britain a poor 
opinion of Canada, when they are asked 
lo contribute to the evnngeiiza.tion of 

any 'part of it. It is very satisfactory 

to observe 'Lord iStrathconn putting such 
requests under the [ban of official dis- 
pleasure.

that come rolling in from th 
Caribbean and toss the visiting steam- 
ers and smaller, craft about like chip 
and corks. A magnificent breakwater 
lias improved the natural conditions 
greatly, and while it lias been the canst 
of increased port charges, it lias facili- 
tated the landing of both freight and 
passengers. And yet. be it never 
easy of access, La Gunyrn is a port 
which would scarce^- be visited at all 
were it not that it affords the only en 
trance— is the nut ill ul gateway— to Car 
iicus, the capital. 

La Guayra is a picturesque port, cer 
taitily, so far as its mere appeuraiu e 
goes," its contours and colors, curving 
shore-line broken with cocoa palms, and 
slopes covered with red-roofed hou 
stone and huts of adobe, with verdant 
heights above, making it charmla. 
the eye. But to other senses than the 
*ight it does not favorably appeal, for 
its streets are narrow and dirty, its 
houses old and damp, many of them 
reveling in filth and squalor, undis- 
guised by massive walls and patios at- 
tractive with pltUJIs and fountains. It 
is important commercially, this steam- 
ing, reeking city perched iq n narrow 

shelf cut out of the hill-slopes stretching 
to the -sea— and let that sutllce. There 
are those who are compelled to reside 
here, whether they like it or no, and 
among them are the consuls of the vari- 
ous foreign governments, who, having 
accepted their positions, must *tick to 
their posts a certain number of hours 
each day of legal labor, unless released 
by "leave" or driven out by the exigCC- 
ci'es of war. It was a .United States 
consul who, having endured the many j 
discomforts attendant upon life in Ln 
Gunyrn for several years, finally un- 
burdened himself upon the eve of depar- 
ture for home, in the following lines: 
Adlos to thee. La Guayra-- City of the 

dark-eyed gente, 
Land of .miicho color and of iloice rur 
niente; , ., ., 

Home of the wailing burro and the all- 

abounding Ilea: 
Mana graclas a Dlos, 1 bid adieu to thee. 

Farewell yc gloomy casus— better call 

Idem prison cells; 
Ye narrow, crooked Mllles, reeking with 

assorted smells; 
Ye dirty little coffee shops and liltHiy 

pulquorlas, 

Offensive, dingy patios and fetid caherias. 

Where beggars ride on horseback, like 

Spanish cavaliers. 
And vagabonds perambulate like Jolly 

gnnibollers; 
Where tho Invanderas wash your ropa— 

wlieil they feel Inclined, 
And hotel waiters strut about wilh slilrts 

hung out behind. 

Good - bye, ye Latin greaserr. «Su a ten to 
servidor, 

Que vaya Men, piles adlos. My uoat Is 

on the shore. 
O dirty people, dirty houses, despicable 

spot, 

Departing,' I salute you, Ju your city 
piping hot. 

It may, perhaps, be questioned if the 
consul perfectly observed the amenities 
of diplomatic intercourse, in riding his 
fiery Pognsus roughshod, as it were, 
over the feelings of , the Guairaneos — 
assuming that tlioy may have seen his 
"poetry." But, "in sooth, they think 
they now have, cause to doubt tho good 
faith of other diplomats, more recently. 
But let that pass. In order to nvoid nil 
friction of whatever sort, this article 
shall he confined to describing the pic- 
turesque features of the Venezuelan 
scenery, «nd without nn allusion to the 
peculiarities of the Venezuelans. 

The best .part of La Guayra (if fl'n ox- 
prefs'siou may be allowed partakiirg of tho 
nature of a "bull") 'lies outside the city, 
in the suburban towns of Macato and 
uMaiquelhi. the latter piuce being 1 the 
nearer of flic two. iMacato is about four 
miles distant, and is .the larger place, 



■with greater attractions, possessing good 
hotels, surf bathing, and (fresh and salt 
■water bnths. Speaking of hotels re- 
minds the writer of un experience in tho 
"Gran Hotel Neptmuo" of La Guayra, 
•Where he passed the better part of the 
night— but not in sleep. Tho hotel 
structure contained tho inevitabli 
"patio," but it was not so very attrac. 
five, being littered with old boxes and 
refuse, wlii'.o a portion of it was given 
Hip to a stable for horses and burros. 
The Spunish-Amoricnn houses in general 
are patterned after those in olid Spain, 
being hollow squares surrounded by 
apartments usually two stories in height 
The rooms arc attractive exteriorly, eiuci 
they open to the patio and sometimes 
give out upon tho azotea, or roof-top of 
Hat tiles, above 'which the stars of nidit 
glow serenely and the moon, at the pi- 
per time, sheds its light. 

'Half a night's run, or, say, six Iiour^ 
of easy steaming covers the distance Jic- 
tiween La Guayra and Puerto Cabello, 
the latter harbor being usually entered 
in the eool of the morning, when tin 
mountains show purple in the distune, 
and the white-walled city lies outspread 
before one as quiet as a city of th 
dead. The narrow channel leading to 
Puerto Cabello's harbor is guarded — or, 
tit least, ivas until a short time ago— 
by the historic "Castillo del Liberia- 
dor." named in honor of the great and 
only Bolivar. 

It is a groat pity that the old castle 
should have 'been destroyed, for thi 
square fortress of grey and yellow stone, 
low-lying and massive, with its crenel- 
lated .parapet and ornate sentry boxes, 
wns a survival of (lie buccaneer period, 
ante-dating by many years the time of 
Bolivar. When the Spanish Main was 
the haunt of pirate and buccaneer, the 
"eastfiio"' was here to defend the grow- 
ing town of Puerto Cabello from their 
■ravages. Morgan ami Drake and Hawk- 
ins, and, indeed, many others of their 
il!;, came here bent upon pillage and 
rapine. It is a cherished tradition 
among the seafarers of these parts that 
the remains of Sir Francis Drake lie 
anchored off the castle, in water sixty 
fathoms deep. .Drake and Hawkins sail- 
ed their last voyage together; indeed, the 
the latter dying and being put over- 
board off the east end of the I'orto Kico, 
and tho former, who also d''od at sea on 
the same voyage, having been placed in 
n leaden casket and sunk off Porto Bello. 
The similarity of the two names proba- 
bly gave rise to the tradition that 
iDrake lies at the bottom of the sen off 
Puerto Cabello. Some famous lines; 
commemorate the (fact, lines good enough 
to be quoted: 

Whore Drake Orst found, Ifierc last no lost 
his name, 

And for a tomb left nothing but Ids fame, 
Mis body's burled under some great wave; 
.Pile sea, that was his glory. Is Ids grave; 
On whom an epitaph none now can make; 
for w»to can say, "Here lies 1 Sir Francis 
Drake"? 

Who, indeed? And, moreover, who can 
■deny that the gallant Sir Francis .may 
have engaged this very "castillo," in his 
forays t.yion the city that it wns con- 
structed to defeifd? Tho old castle was 
a contemporary of his. any way, and 
should hove been spared for its antiquity 
if .for nothing else. In" the museum at 
Caracas they show the standard of Pi- 
zarro, the sword of Bolivar, a medal 
bearing the efllgy of Washington, and 
cannon of (lie conqtiistiuloivs' times; 
iwhile Puerto Cabello prized beyond com- 
pare its ancient castillo. witli its cluster-

centuries since. 

Puerto Cabello lias a more Oriental ns^ 
poet than .La Guayra, Its architecture 
'beiii}; really Hispano-Moriscan, not so 
■many of Its houses having been improved 
to meet the demands of a foreign taste. 
Not that one should sneer at improve- 
iments, especially after viewing what has 
been accomplished here, with the assis- 
tance of energetic foreigners, such as 
.the reconstruction of the custom house, 
tho creation of a fine plaza, adorned with 
Ibeautlful palms and other tropical trees, 
ami tho widening of the streets. Many 
of the jialins in the "piurque" or plaza, 
allow perforations in their stems, these 
same being from blfl'lets dired at random 
during many revolutions. Tho- parous 
iiis opposite the castle, which itse'f 
(Stands at the harbor entrance, and yet 
near to shore. 'There may be some Ven- 
ezuelans who will rejoice at the de- 
struction of the castle, since its guns 
have often been trained ashore upon in- 
offensive people, when its garrisons were 
among those mho had "pronounced" 
against the tJbveriiment, or vice versa. 

Tho city has a background of hills 
and misty mountains, but It lies farther 
awny than .that oii La Guayra, leaving 
an extensive plain of the city's growth.' 
Pine as are Puerto Cabello's stone and 
mortar houses, the visitor mav find more 
of in tercet in itti suburbs, where dweil 
the poorer classes. Ihiis of reeds, plas- 
tered with mud and thatched with palm 
leaves, ar- scattered about in the croves 
Of cocoa .palms, some of them surrounded 
by gardens filled with choicest 'bloom. All 
growth* of the tropica aimy 'be shown 
here— all sncli as are cnimble of being 
.brought from the inland forests, or are 
indigenous, for the climate is kind to ad 
natives of hot regions. The ground is in 
places covered with veritable sheets of 
colored Jlowers, and, despite the squalor 
of the people who dwell In the huts of 
palm, the air is always sweet — outside 
the huts— ami the senses are regaled in 
many 'ways. The colors of the flowers 
vie with those of the houses in town, 
(Which aie blue and pink, yellow and 
straw color, 'their undulating lines of 
roof tiles being tinted terra cutta, richest 
browns and reds. 

Tho city, in .fact, is attractive front 
and rear, and straight streets connect 
tho seawall with tho palm groves that 
seem to till the plain conti-mous to flic 
foothills. Into the hills penetrates a rail- 
road connecting witli Valencia and the 
interior, over which it were well worth 
the while to take a trip. As in tho climb 
from .Ln Guayra; to Caracas, the pro- 
ducts of two or three zones of vegeta- 
tion are brought within view as the 
steeps are overcome; first, the region of 
cocoa palms, then that of nemLtropical 
trees, such as oranges, limes and palmet- 
tos, until the temperate section is shown 
in the plain of Vnlei/cia. The journey) 
might be continued all the way to the 
capital, if perchance the region 'be acces- 
sible at present; but a tnste of the cli- 
mato and vegetation of Venezuela's coast 
country is afforded by either the ride 
from La Guayra to Caracas, or from 
Puerto Cabello to Valencia,

LEO AL I NTIODLIQENCE. 

Proceedings iu the Supreme Court and 
iChambers Yesterday. 

The Full court gave judgment yester- 
day in the case oC 'Syituous v. Bontlirone, 
allowing the appeal. This case arose 
in connection with the Rose Marie 
mines. Bontlirone, manager of the 
mines on Lake Kennedy, and a share- 
holder in the company, cabled to tho 
plaintiffs in London for .$3,000 to pay 
wages. Plaintiffs wired back that they 
would buy certain of Bonthrone's shares 
for that figure, provided the mines 
would pay, and no further calls would 
be made. Lou throne replied thnt the 
mines would pay, and no further calls 
arise, anil obtained tho money, but con- 
tends that nt that time the .plaintiffs 
knew the company's liabilities were 
about $1-3,000, and a new plant would 
also have to be installed. Plaintiffs 
sued for recision of the sale of shares 
on the ground that Bonthrone's cables 
amounted to fraud, and were upheld by 
.Mr. Justice Irving nt the trial. This 
decision has now been reversed, and it 
is prcibablo that the case will be carried 
to the Privy council. E. P. Davis, K. 
C, and George Cowan for Bontlirone; 
A. D. Taylor and J. M. Bradburn op- 
posing. 

The appeal in Oppenheimer v. Sper- 
ling from au order of Mr. Justice Irving 
refusing to strike out tho statement of 
claim in the action brought by tho execu- 
tive of the late David Oppenheimer on 
a claim for 08,000 shares in the Con- 
solidated Kail way Company, is now be- 
ing argued.

The fiireseut udniiralty seems determin- 
ed to neglect no measure which con- 
tributes to the efficiency of the Xnvy, 
an<l iu pursuit of tliis 'wise i>olicy steps 
are now being- taken to diminish the num- 
ber of non-combatants carried on war- 
ships.

The new uniform 
is to consist of blue trousers, with broad 
red stripe, as worn by the marine -artil- 
lery; blue tunic of Artillery cut, but 
without facings; and a peaked cap of tho 
now stiff pattern. 

Tho bandsmen for the fleet will also 
it is stated, in future ,be trained in a 
manner similar to musicians for the 
army at a naval Kneller Hall. 

Ono of the results of this change pre- 
sumably will be that hereafter bands- 
men will hnve to be British subjects. 
IHitherto there have been a great mr.ny 
foreigners on board our ships in that 
Capacity, and to the presence of foreign 
agents among thrari is attributed by 
some officers the leakage of importance 
service secrets which has occured in the 
past.

subsidy to the proposed road. 

Once the Dominion subsidy shall have 
been guaranteed, it is not anticipated 
that any dilllculty will lie in the way of 
obtaining the proper amount of provin- 
cial assistance; and enthusiasts regard- 
ing Island development consequently 
look forward with confidence to the 
early commencement of a project which 
means so much in respect to the trans- 
portation problems now engaging pub- 
lic attention. 

In connection with the above, it is in- 
teresting to note that on the steamer 
Tecs, which sailed for tho North yes- 
terday evening thcro were as passengers 
George Jones and a gang of men who 
are proceeding to Port Hardy to com- 
mence immediate work on the construc- 
tion of a wharf at that point, for 
which an appropriation was mado at 
the last session of the Federal House. 
A scow and pile driver will be taken 
to Port lllardy from Alert Bay. from 
which latter point the heavy timbers for 
the structure will be obtained. 

There have within tho past few days 
been several large deals in Port Hardy 
townsite property, that point being con- 
sidered by shrewd spectators to be the 
natural Northern terminus of the pro- 
posed railway. Quatsino towusite prop- 
erty has also received a decided stimu- 
lus' in prospective value in conseqnonc* 
of the indications thnt tlfe long-desired 
project will soon be pushed to comple- 
tion with vigor. 

The -meeting next week will be one to 
which all classes of citizens nre invited, 
and it is anticipated that tho speeches 
and proceedings generally will prove of 
decided interest.

That each district or local association 
shall he entitled to semi one delegate for 
each twenty memlbers and any association 
whose membership Is less than twenty shall 
iho entitled to send one delegate to the 
general convention. 

That such local and district associations! 
sliali issue to their delegates proper cre- 
dentials which shall entitle them to seats 
In the convention. 

We further recommend that a committee 
of 1C> .bo appointed at this meeting to draft 
preamble and resolutions which after ap- 
proval sliali, together with a copy of the 
call ifor a general convention l>e circulated 
through the malls und press to all parties 
•lit forested either directly or indirectly In 
the milling industry of the province. 

That this convention of fifteen shall su- 
■pirvl.se the circulation of the call for gen- 
era* 1 convention and shall have the power 
to select and employ a competent sccretury 
to carry out the Instructions of the com- 
mittee. 

Your committee furtOier recommend ttiat 
a finance committee of Ave shall be select- 
ed at this meeting to solicit and provide 
u'unds to meet the expense of circulating 
Hie call and pay Lhe salary of secretary, 
stenographer and -contingent expenses.

Mr. Christopher moved, seconded by- 
Mr, Brownlee that the report be adopt- 
ed, Curried. 

The chairman explained that the rea- 
sons why it was not decided to proceed 
at once with permanent organization, 
was because it was considered desirable 
to leave that duty to the meeting of the 
convention on tiie 25th of February, 
when representatives of every section of 
the province would be present. This 
arrangement would permit, of the for- 
mation of local organizations in the dis- 
tricts and the election of delegates to 
the_ main convention. When he (the 
chairman) was operating in California, 
the painters' there experienced exactly 
the same trouble as they had now to 
contend with in British Columhin— in- 
adequate and ill-advised legislation. 
They had lirst tried a mine owner's as- 
sociation, but they accomplished prac- 
tically nothing after expending $5,000,- 
(XKI in litigation, on which they were 
defeated at every point. They finally 
determined to favor a general Miners' 
association, which included all persons 
interested in the mining industry. They 
called a convention to be held in San 
(Francisco, at which were in attendance 
1,000 representative men from all parts 
of the state, including ordinary miners. 
The result was that they secured every- 
thing they req ui red. In six months 
they secured the repeal of the obnoxious 
raw by which hydraulic miners were 
outlawed. The merchants of San Fran- 
cisco rnis-cd a fund of $5,000, sent n de- 
putation to Congress, and secured the 
passage of a measure which allowed 
miners to mine anywhere, regardless of 
restrictions. Xow the hydraulic mines 
produce $10,000,000 per year, and that 
sum will be increased when dams are 
constructed and the lands thrown open 
which have been gobbled by the rail- 
ways. The miners' through their ef- 
forts had recusitnted an industry which 
was practically dead, and the same 
thing can lie done here and t lie province 
developed rapidly and vigorously .(Loud 
applause.) 

•C. H. Lugrin, on behalf of the Vic- 
torians who were present nt the meet- 
ing, and as a citizen of Victoria, wish- 
ed to say that they were in hearty sym- 
pathy with the gentlemen who had ar- 
ranged such an important gathering, and 
the object which was hoped would ,be 



accomplished. Victorians were all 
more interested in the success of 
movement because of the circumstance 
that Vancouver Island was shortly to 
be the scene of great mining activity. 
He thought the suggestion that perman- 
ent organization bo left until February 
was a very good one. 

Mortimer Lamb directed attention to 
the fact that the Canadian alining In- 
stitute would meet in Victoria ni the 
near future, ami suggested leaving the 
date of the holding of the convention 
open with the object of attempting to 
arrange that the convention he held co- 
incident with the arrival in the city of 
the members of the Canadian Mmmg 
Institute. 

Mr It. IS. Skinner asked if Mr. Lamb 
could ascertain the date of the arrival 
of the members of the Institute? Mr. 
Lamb replied that he would ascertain by 
wire at once. 

iMr. Brownlee said it was important to 
remember that Atlin was situated a very 
long way from Victoria, that it was 
a very large district and that 40 days 
was a narrow limit in which to proper- 
ly organize the district and permit of 
representatives being elected and tent 
to the convention. 

IMr. 'Griffith thought it was absolutely 
necessary that some definite date .bo 
iixed for the convention, whicn 
would in all probability be in session a 
week. The association which it was 
proposed to form would undoubtedly lit 
the parent association of all kindred or 
gauizations in the province, and tin op- 
portunity would l>e given for the latter 
to join and participate in all the pro 



Two large steamers, and a dismantled 
bark, were stranded as a result of the 
recent' foggy weather. The Northern 
L'aciJio steamer Tacoma, which left here 
at daylight yesterday for Tacoma, is 
hard and fast three miles from Mar- 
rowstone point, not far from where the 
steamer Kinshiu Marti, winch arrived 
last night, grouwled some years ago; 
the steam collier Miueola is ashore, in 
Baynes Sound, and the coal hulk Rich- 
ard III. is stranded off the JTraser river. 
The steamer Tacoma, which reached 
Victoria on Wednesday from the Orient 
after a very rough passage discharged 
three hundred tons of general freight 
"t the Outer wharf and left at daylight 
for the Sound. She reached Port lOWU- 
serid nt S:30 ami half an hour later 
left for Tueoma, and she had gone but 
a short distance up Sound when she 
piled up on the beach about three miles 
this side of Marrowstone point. When 
the steamer Majestic passed the scene 
yesterday morning the fog had lifted 
and the Oriental liner was seen lying 
broadside on the beach, listed, oyer to 
starboard so that her copper paint show - 
ed to those on the Majestic. About 50 
feet or less behind her was a high bluO 
with which she was lyin'g parallel

In the early h 
tory of the province, as all knew, Vic- 
toria was the headquarters of the Tinn- 
ing fraternity, and from it departed all 
tlio famous expeditious into the interior 
of the province. The centre of activity 
in mining development had of course 
shifted from Victoria, but its citizens 
and the Board of Trade had never lost 
sight of the importance of the Industry, 
and had always kejit in close touch and 
sympathy with its .progress and ad- 
vancement, lie assured those present 
that Victoria would appreciate ver 
highly the compliment that had boon 
paid her in determining that she shall 
be the headquarters of the Miners' As 
sociation, which will prove such an im= 
port ant organization. (Applause.) 

IMr. Brownlee thought the selection of 
Victoria us the headquarters of the pro- 
ijwsed organization was a very wise one 
Tt was the desire of the promoters of 
the project to get as close up to the 
government as possible. His Vaneou 
Ver friends, lie was sure, would heartily 
concur in the arrangement 

Mr. Ilehncken gave expression to his 
pleasure at (being present at such an im- 
portant gathering, and he was glad that 
the date of the convention was set for 
February 2.", as it was not improbaii'o 
that the House would he in session it 
about that date.

however, the Willamette landed on a 
reef and was hung up amidships at low- 
tide, which resulted in the steamer s 
back toeing broken. She was sold nt 
auction bv the underwriters to Morau 
Bros., who salved her alter much dilll-t 
culty, and she is now running from Se- 
attle to San Francisco under the, name 
of the Montara. 

The Miueola won .fame for having 
salved the derelict steamer Strathneyis, 
which spent several .months drifting 
about the North .Pacific, sought in vain 
by warships and special steamers sent 
out to seek her. The Canadian-Aus- 
tralian liner Miowera picked her up 
when hound out from Victoria to the 
Antipodes, but lost her in a storm some 
time afterwards, and later the collier 
Minonln found her adrift * . i- sea, and 
towed her to 'Port Townsend on Christ- 
mas day, for which she received many 
thousands of dollars in salvage money, 
and her officers and crew were liberally 
rewarded. The steamer has been run- 
ning for ninny years as a collier between 
British Columbia ports and 'San Fran- 
cisco. Cnpt. Fillslmry, who was master 
of her when she sulved the Strathnevis, 
is now on the Pacific mail steamer Peru, 
and Capt. I'attie, of the Strathnevis, 
has since visited Victoria in a collier, be- 
ing in command of the Wanlield. 

The ..Miueola is a steel screw steamer, 
of 2.428 tons gross, 1,092 net, built at 
Sunderland. She is 28-1 feet loug, 37 
feet wide and 17 feet deep.
